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Interview Summary 

On April 27, 2005, Examiner John Brusca and Applicant's representative Michael Wise 
had a personal interview regarding all pending claims. It was agreed that polypeptide claims 
from co-pending US Application No. 09/027,887 could be incorporated into the present 
application. Applicant noted that the obviousness-type double patenting rejection over US 
Patent No. 5,773,600 was improper in light of the restriction requirements in commonly claimed 
parent applications. Applicant proposed either abandoning co-pending US Application No. 
09/027,887 or canceling conflicting claims. 
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
